San F rancisco, August 14ch.—The British 
ship Erin's Isle, which arrived in this port 
July 30th, had on board sixteen cages of 
scurvy out of a crew of eighteen men. One 
died, and four are now on board. The rest 
are convalescent. The case wag reported to 
the Health Office to-day for the first time. 
The Erin’s Isle was from Shield*, England, 
and the scurvy was caused by bad and insuf­ 
ficient food, bad water and absence of anti­ 
scorbutics. 
TONNAGE IN PORT. 
Some twenty deep sea ships arrived in port 
since last Friday week, mostly suitable for 
wheat, but this addition to the fleet has had 
no perceptible affect apon freights, as nearly 
all were chartered prior] to arrival. Disen­ 
gaged tonnage in port is less than 4,800 tons, 
while there are enough sbipe engaged to carry 
125,000 tons of grain. The spot engagements 
this week embrace a wooden ship to Liver­ 
pool cirect, at £3 17s. 03., end an available 
iron ship could get t f per ton. An iron ship,

30th cancellation. 
THE STOCK MAKKET. 
There is no Btcek market to speak of, the 
quotations announced being made on small 
sales—wasb, for the incst part, merely to 
make figures for settlements. The impend­ 
ing assessment on Consolidated Virginia is a 
wet blanket on operations by Braall dealers, 
and outsiders never buy when stocks are dull 
and low. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
A dnitimy engine on the Sutter-street road 
Saturday night ran against and badly bruised 
J. J. Corrigan. 
The Superior Court (Judge Hayne), has 
denied the application of the Spring Vallty 
Water Company for a reduction of its assess­ 
ment. 
The original Tenth Ward Club of the W. 
P. C. held a meeting Saturday night and 
indorsed the Republican local ticket beaded 
by Judge lllake. 
Wong Ah Teak, convicted of the murder 
of a countryman on the 1-t of February of 
last year, has been sentenced by Judge Free- 
lon to suffer the death penalty. The day for 
the execution has not been set. 
Ex-Congressman J. K. I.uttrell has com­ 
menced suit against E. B. Perrin and John 
S. Wood for an accounting and 860,000, 
which he claims is his share of the proceeds 
of certain Arizona mining speculations. 
The Supreme Court has decided that Judge 
Edmonds obtained a majority of one vote 
over James V. Cc ffey at the last election for 
Judges of the Superior Court. Edmonds 
therefore is entitled to a seat on the bench. 
During the week ending Friday night at (! 
o’clock, there were 04 deaths in this city, cf 
which 31 were males and 33 females. Natives 
of the Pacific Coast, 24 ; nf other parts of 
the United States, 11, and 2ff were of foreign 
birth. 
In the case of Ernest Rieux, who committed 
suicide in 1S7D, and was found by the Coroner’s 
jury to have done so while insane, the Supe­ 
rior Court ha3 decided that the Pacific Mu­ 
tual Life Insurance Company must pay the 
policy issued on his life. 
In the case of the death of Mrs. Wellsford, 
the Coroner’s jury found that she died from 
natural causes and not from the beating given 
her by her father. One of the jnrors dis­ 
sented, and found that Holland, the father of 
deceased, was guilty of manslaughter. Hol­ 
land is in custody and to be examined before 
a magistrate. 
The Superior Court (Judge Hunt) hits de­ 
cided that a Irantfer of st: ck on the books of 
the company, while required by the policy of 
the law for the protection of creditors, is not 
necessary to pass the title as between the par­ 
ties. Tho mere indorsement and delivery of 
the stock itself passes the title against all the 
world, except bona fide purchasers without 
notice. 
Charle? E. Locke, the theatrical manager, 
had a narrow escape from drowning. He took 
a swim in the bay, opposite the Newport 
Baths in Alameda, and on reaching out about 
a huudred yards found that the current was 
so strong that he could not return. Becoming 
exhausted, he cried for health, and was 
speedily rescued by J< seph P. Fleming, the 
noted swimmer, who happened to hear the 
cry of distress, and instantly plung- d into the 
water and with difficulty brought Mr. Locke 
to safety. 
The body of George Walker, the footpad 
who was killed while attempting to escape 
from the Folsom branch prison a week ago, 
was disinterred shortly after burial and 
brought to .San Francisco, where it lay in 
state until Thursday, while his grief-stricken 
friends have indulged in a wake. Mollie 
Kenevan, Walker’s former paramour, acted 
as chief mourner. On Thursday afternoon 
the dead desperado was buried in Laura! Hill 
Cemetery, a plain headstone, bearing the in­ 
scription, “ Life's Prisoner Set Free,’’ mark­ 
ing the grave. 
The Boca Ice Company has sued the Pacific 
Ice Company for the value of 760 tons of ice 
it was entitled, but not permitted to deliver 
for sale by and according to an agreement 
made by the Union of the Boca Ice Company, 
the Pacific Ice Company, the American-Rus- 
sian Commercial Company, the Summit Ice 
Company, the Nevada Mountain Lakes Ice 
Company, the California aud Nevada Ice 
Company, the People's Ice Company, T 
McCauley and the Mutual Ice Company, a 
company for mutual protection, and to in­ 
crease their facilities for buying and selling 
ice, under the name of the Pacific Ice Com­ 
pany, with Lloyd Tevis as President and 
Jacob Hoehn as Superintendent. 
The Gutta Percha and Rubber Manufact­ 
uring Company has commenced suits against 
three faro-game proprietors—A. J. Bailey for 
6250, Henry White for S2.S0, and Henry L. 
Garfield for 6229. The suits ate based on 
the information and belief of the company 
that a former collector in its employ, Wm. I>. 
Turner, bucked so unsuccessfully against the 
tiger* owned by the defendants as to depot-it, 
without value received, the amounts set op­ 
posite their names, in the banks guarded by 
said tigers. Said Turner, the complaint al­ 
lege*. did not own in his individual right and 
title the total $759 swept in by- the velvet 
paw* of the avaricious tigers, but held it in 
transitory trust, in his duty as collector. 
Dr. Stout, a scientific gentleman of San 
Francisco, and Dr. William Jones, the gen­ 
tleman who presented the celebrated post 
pliocene skull to Professor Whitney, have ex­ 
amined the human remains in the State 
Museum brought up from the Calaveras 
cave. They give it as their pronounced opin­ 
ion that the bonea belong to a prehistoric 
period, and the formation of the skulls indi-, 
catea an advanced intellectual development. 
Mr. Hanks ha* recently learned of several 
other caves in the State containing large 
quantities of bones, and will soon make com­ 
plete explorations in the interests of the 
State Museum. Eveiything seems to indi­ 
cate that the skeletons are those of some for­ 
gotten and unknown race, of a higher type 
than the Indians, and who preceded the lat­ 
ter race in this country, being probably iden­ 
tical with the monnd-builders, the architects 
of Casa Grande, and the cliff-dwelleis on the 
Colorado. 
Friday night the Democratic City and 
State Central Committees met and resolved 
to name eighty delegates to form a Demo­ 
cratic Convention to supplant both the Man­ 
hattan and Ycsemite Conventions. 
The 
Manhsttans thereupon filed this news until 
it could hear what action the Yosemites 
would take. The latter body, by 105 to 10, 
thereupon adopted a resolution declaring 
“ that the regular Democratic Municipal 
Nominating Convention and the delegates 
who ran upon the Manhattan ticket at the 
last primary election, be entitled to seats in 
tho Convention, for the purpose of placing 
before the people in September next a ticket. 
They shall ratify and declare the compro­ 
mise heretofore existing between the Demo­ 
cratic Municipal Nominating Convection 
and the W. P. C. Convention shall remain in 
foil force and effect, and that outside of these 
nominations all nominations thus far made 
by both Conveutions shall be declared re­ 


voked, and further proceed to business fu the 
regular and proper course.” Immediate'y 
the resolution was sent over to the Manhav- 
tans’ meeting, and that body proceeded to 
accept the terms, and a joint meeting was 
asked for. Saturday night the joint conven­ 
tion was held. The officers of both bodies 
were reoognized-and presided, and a Commit- 
ee on Permanent Organization and one on 
Platform being named, the Convention ad­ 
journed subject to call. 


MININO MENTION. 
The Homer Jfining Indrjt ha* passed 
into the hands of John I. Ginn. 
Corbin k Co. are sinking a new shaft in 
Elizabethtown llat, Plumas county, about 
1,000 feet below their present works. It 
is down 30 or 40 feet. 
Some good-sized specimens of washed 
gold are being found in the True Blue drift 
mine, in Nevada county, and the channel 
is increasing in richness as the work of de­ 
velopment progresses. 
Mr. Russel, of Greenville, who was re­ 
cently over in Sierra county, says that the 
Bald Mountain Extension is turning ont 
richly, and is paying at the rate of five 
ounces to the set of timbers. 
Says the fjuiney National. Plumas is 
now the attraction of the northern gold 
regions of California. There are more un­ 
developed miDes in onr county boundaries 
than can be found in any other section of 
the Pacific coast. 
John Daggett, of Yrcka, while building 
a tramway to the Kean mine, on the left 
of the Klamath mine and near the Uncle 
Sam, uncovered a ledge Mr. Roberts 
hunted for some time ago which is said to 
prospect exceedingly rich. 
The new aar compressor and drill* are 
now in operation at the Placerville Gold 
Quartz mine. With tie aid of these it will 
be possible to drive a tunnel iu 200 feet in 
thirty days, where before it took nearly as 
many weeks. Ten stamps are now being 
run on the best ore yet crushed since the 
mill was built. 
The Siskiyou quartz mill, on Humbug, 
will be started up again in a few da3's, with 
J. J. Curran, of Sawyer’s Bar as engineer 
and amalgamator, the mill being run by 
steam, lie started over to Humbug on 
Monday to get the mill in order. The com­ 
pany also intend runninga new tunnel, and 
have already on the dump a quantity of 
quartz for crushing. 
The people around Knight’s Ferry are 
considerably worked up over the alleged 
discovery of valuable mines on tho South 
Fork of the Stanislaus river, near Straw­ 
berry valley, Tuolumne county. The mines 
are supposed to be an extensive gravel 
range, aud the gold found is quite coarse. 
The gravel is of great depth, and prospects 
very rich from the very top. 
The Black Bear quartz mine, in Siskiyou 
county, is said to be paying better than 
ever of late, from operations in tho old 
levels, where there is an abundance of 
good paying qnartz. The mill is now run 
up to its full capacity of thirty-two stamps. 
The same company has also completed its 
four-stamp steam mill on the Kasch ledge, 
in the vicinity of the Last Chance mine, 
and will commence crashing the last of 
this week. 
A two-stamp oscillating battery has 
been erected on the East Walker river, 
nine miles below' the Elbow ranch, on the 
Carson road. This is the first oscillating 
battery in the State. It has been built iu 
connection with a Dodge concentrator, and 
went into operation abont a week ago. It 
is intended to crush rock from the copper 
mines in the district, concentrate it and 
send it to San Francisco for reduction. 
[Bodie Press. 
Peter McCarty discovered recently on 
the divide between the Rio Hondo aDd the 
Rio Colorado a cave which has from time 
immemorial supplied the Indians with 
their bright red war paint. Mr. McCarty 
was alone and had no candles, but lighting 
some splinters of pitch, explored it for 
abont a hundred feet. In some places he 
had to crawl throngh narrow openings, 
but in most he was able to stand erect. 
Tbe evidence of the extensive use the In­ 
dians make of this paint abounds in the 
workings where they have cut it out with 
knives and sharp implements. Mr. Mc­ 
Carty located it under tho mining laws, 
believing the mineral (probably the red 
oxide of iron), of which there are thousands 
of tons, to have a commercial value.— 
[News and Press. 
The Centennial Company and McCon­ 
nell & Co., on the Klamath, says the 
Yreka Journal, are taking out piy gravel, 
but are not yet down deep enough for 
their richest pay. The Lime Gulch Com­ 
pany are sinking down from the high 
point of bed rock found towards the direc­ 
tion in which the bed rock pitches, expect­ 
ing to find rich deposits when they near 
the bed rock channel below the high point. 
This company have splendid derrick and 
other apparatus, and work faster than any 
company on the river. AH the other com­ 
panies, both above and below Virginia Bar, 
are busily sinking down, and in a short 
time, when the good-paying channel 
gravel is reached, we may expect to hear 
of all the companies operating day and 
night, which will make the Klamath a 
busy-looking section for a distance of 
twenty miles or more. 
NEW ORLEANS. 
Bannt.r correspondence gives the follow­ 
ing statements about the business of New 
Orleans : The statistics of exports and im­ 
ports during tbe mcnth of May show a 
decided increase in the trade of New Or­ 
leans, while New York and other Northern 
cities have fallen behind considerably. 
Baltimore was eight hundred thousand dol­ 
lars behind in her exports and imports dur­ 
ing May, as compared with the correspond­ 
ing month of 1SS0 ; Boston two millions, 
and New York the immense sum of fifteen 
million dollars. 
New Orleans gained 
during the same month, six hundred 
thousand dollars. Until very lately New 
Orleans has taken a low stand in the rank 
of exporting cities, but with her increas­ 
ing prosperity, her exports have also in­ 
creased. Of the sixty-fonr million dollars 
of exports, which were exported during 
the month of May by the entire country, 
eleven per cent, passed through New Or­ 
leans, What may be regarded as a serious 
obstacle to the great grain movement now' 
in active progress here, are the exceedingly 
high freight rates. While the rate from 
New York to European ports is but eleven 
shillings, from New Orleans to the same 
ports it is thirteen shillings. The reason of 
this is that although the exports of New 
Orleans amount to a very large snm, her 
imports are very small. A large number 
of vessels come here in ballast, being 
unable to procure a cargo, hence the 
expenditure on the part of the ship 
owners is so great that they are obliged to 
charge high rates, so as to enable them to 
make the voyage profitable. The idea of 
bringing the steamship Great Eastern here 
was agitated some time ago, but the mat­ 
ter seems to have died out. It was pro­ 
posed to load her with cattle itfr exporta­ 
tion to Europe and use her on her home 
trip as a transport for emigrants. The 
plan was very good, and would no doubt 
have beeh of great benefit to the city, as 
well as a fruitful source of revanne to the 
proprietors. The extremely lugh wharfage 
dues was probably one cause of the failure 
of the scheme. The New Orleans and Pa­ 
cific Raflroad will soon be in running order 
from here to Shreveport, placing that 
thriving town within easy and direct com­ 
munication with New Orleans. The road 
runs directly throngh the most fertile par­ 
ishes in l.z>ui3iaua—situated along the 
banks of the Mississippi and Red rivers, 
and they are well watered, and wooded 
with tbe various kinds of tbe most valu­ 
able timber. Large tracts of them arc un­ 
occupied, and will be sold to immigrants at 
merely nominal prices. Efforts are being 
made to induce immigrants to settle in the 
parishes, and a3 the inducements held out 
to^he pilgrims of the old world looking 
for homes in the new are very great, there 
is no doubt but that these lands will be 
speedily occupied.

August 13th.—A cable special 
to the litralil from Paris of August 12th 
says: M. Gxmbetta addressed a crowded 
meeting of his electors to night at th* Klysee 
of Lenilmontal. Admission was sternly re­ 
fused to all but holders of special letterrfof 
invitation, aud even these had been issoed 
only to electors aboat whose opinions M. 
Gambetta’s committee had no donbts. An 
hour before the opening of the doors an im­ 
mense and turbulent crowd had assembled, 
with intentions apparently the reverse of 
friendly to the Hon of ths evening. A strong 
body of police drawn up-in front of the hall 
had the gieatest difficulty in maintaining or­ 
der and preventing the people from rushing 
into the building. 
The Klvsee is a small hall: there were only 
about U npeople in the audience when M. 
Ganabetta entered by a side door, accom­ 
panied by M. Spuller. Nearly all present be­ 
longed to the substantial bnurgeoise class. 
Not titty Mouses were to be seen. M. tlam- 
betta s appearance was greeted by eriea of 
“ Yive 1» Republique.” and counter cries of 
“ Vive la Revolution,” and lond cheers, .to 
which responded the disagreeably persistent 
hooting ana groaning of 20,000 workmen in 
the strtets. 
Nothing daunted, M. Gambetta rose aud 
bid the steward k t in as many malcontents 
as possible. When tho request was acceded 
to he began his speech, which lasted over two 
hours. Much of it was devoted to a roaguiti- 
cently eloquent retrospective sketch of his par­ 
liamentary career, a defense of his so-called 
policy of opportunism, and an indignant re­ 
pudiation of the current charges of his aim­ 
ing at a dictatorship. 
He protested onco 
more that he was as ever a mere citizen and 
a servant of the democracy.

Tucson (A. T-), August 13th.—The cow­ 
boys continue to have a bi^h time ou the 
Mexican border.

her previous statement. The circumstance 
can be relied upon as strictly true, and it 
gave me considerable hope from the first 
that the President wonld survive the ehock 
and be completely restored to health and 
soundness.

THE REVOLT OF THE LORD 3. 


Contrary to all expectation the House of 
Lords has refused to reconsider its amend­ 
ments to the land hill, and has thrown the 
whole question into a dcad-lock by its 
persistent attitude. 
The Oovcrumeat is, 
of course, greatly embarrassed by this 
turn of things. 
Nothing is left but a 
conference, and it 13 
already apparent 
that little or nothing is anticipated from 
this recource. 
Mr. 
C laistone neither 
can nor 
will make any further 
con- 
ecarious to the I’etrs. 
lie has a majority 
in the Commons v. hich not only justifies 
him in insisting trpon the passage of the 
bill by the Lords, but which forbids him 
to draw back. 
Nevertheless if the Lords 
will net listen to rearowthe Government 
will be defeated, and under the circum­ 
stances it must resign or dissolve 1’arlia- 
m eat and throw itscl: ujon the country. 
I t is difficult t ) Be: how a dissolution 
would help matters, however, for Gov­ 
ernm ent has already a solid majority of a 
hundred, and it 
would seem scarcely 
possible to convince the Lords that the 
country is against them if this showing 
has no 
force with them. 
Their atti­ 
tude, in fact, is calculated to bring into 
greater prominence than ever the latent 
dangers and embarrassments which arc in­ 
separable from an hereditary chamber, 
practically independent of popular appro val, 
and possessing pvwers which enable it, as 
ia this case, to thw art the popular will as 
expressed in an overwhelming party ma­ 
jority in tho 11 mss of Commons. 
It ia 
further obvious th at tho forcing of this 
danger upon public attention at a time 
when the House of Lords has lost almost 
all its hold upon the people, is calculated 
to have far larger rc.3ult3 than the refrac­ 
tory peers seem to realize. 
Unless, indeed, 
Lord Salisbury and his colleagues have 
decided that they may as well fight out 
the inevitable fight for their existence 
here and now, and unless in pursuance of 
■ i:ch a resolution they have determined 
upon precipitating the conflict before their 
a ‘agonists are prepared for it, their pres­ 
ent course is inexplicable, 
i t is clear that 
they can defeat the land bill fo: the time 
being, but it is impossible to adm it that 
from their standpoint the game can be 
w orth the candle. 
The more conservative 
Lords have already perceived the dangers 
of the Salisbury programme, and have de­ 
clined 
to 
acquiesce 
in it, 
but . the 
Tory 
instincts cf 
the 
upper 
House 
are 
so pronounced that 
Lord 
Salis­ 
bury has apparently experienced little 
ditliculty in obtaining bis way, and the 
ontlook is ominous. 
If the proposed con­ 
ference between the houses fails to produce 
any common ground, there can be no doubt 
th at there will 
he 
great 
excitement 
thronghont the country, and that the posi­ 
tion of the Lords will be unpopular. 
Mr. 
Gladstone has already caused it to be in­ 
timated that the result of the present de­ 
feat of the land bill must be the bringing 
forward of a still more radical measure, and 
the taking of steps forthw ith to abolish 
tho 
remaining 
boroughs which 
gives 
political influence to the peen ia different 
parts of the country. 
Thus he proposes 
to meet the defiance of the Lords by strik­ 
ing directly at the sources of their power, 
and it is evident th at the further resist­ 
ance of the lvords rr.nai rouse a temper 
in the people which would 
give the 
l’remier all the aid he needed in carrying 
out these threatened changes. The contest 
to which the Marquis of Salisbury has in­ 
vited the House of Commons is in fact an 
unequal one, and there never has been a 
period when it could not have been en­ 
tered upon with less danger than now. 


I t is probably inevitable that in such a 
case as th at of President Garfield there 
shocld be a good deal of superfluous, ig­ 
norant and wrongheaded criticism of the 
medical policy adopted. 
In the first place 
it would bs impossible to select any num­ 
ber of p h j sieians for such a service who 
would not be regarded as unfortunately 
chosen by seme members of the profession. 
In the second place there are many physi­ 
cians possessing more conceit than knowl- 
eege, who arc willing to advertise them ­ 
selves by censuring the treatm ent pursued 
by those in charge of the case. 
In the 
third plac: a large proportion of the pub­ 
lic are prone 
to suBpect maltreatm ent 
every time the patient suffers a relapse, 
while it is to be feared th at the majority 
are prepared to hold the attending physi­ 
cians responsible should the case terminate 
fatally. 
The position of the President’s 
medical advisers is in fact oue of pecnliar 
hardship. 
If the President recovers they 
are likely to get very little thanks for their 
skill, while if he dies they are tolerably 
certain to be denounced as having killed 
him. 
The rational presumption is, and has 
been from the first, th at he is being treated 
as skillfully as possib’e. 
H is physicians 
are all men of wide experience and well- 
proved skilL 
They have every reason to 
pay the utm ost attention to the case, and 
there is ample evidence 
th at they are 
doing so. 
I t m ust be remembered th at 
the President's wound was a very eericua 
one, and th at had he died from it in the 
first twenty-four hours there would have 
been no ground for, surprise. 
His doctors 
have been fighting death off from hour 
to hour and from day to day, and they 
have had many untow ard circumstances to 
contend with, not the least difficult being 
the heat of the w eather and the presenco 
of malarious poison in the atmosphere. 
The President has mended very slowiy, 
beyond question, but we think after all 
th at it is lath e r a m atter of surprise that 
he should have improved at all than that 
he should not have recovered more rapidly. 
I'ho continuous discharge • from his wound 
has necessarily drained his vitality very 
greatly, yet it was clearly impossible to 
obviate the necessity of this drainage. 
The closing of the wound while suppura­ 
tion was going on would have been his 
death sentence. 
The two accidental stop­ 
pages of the discharge which have occurred 
were instantly followed by accessions of 
fever which if uot relieved would speedily 
have ended the loDg struggle. 
The doctors 
have had to guard against blood-poison­ 
ing on the one hand, and to keep up the 
strength of the patient on the other. 
They have been seriously embarrassed in 
theireffortstoaecomplish the second of these 
desiderata, first, by the morbid condition 
of his digestive organs, and second, by the 
state 01 the weather and the presence of 
malaria. 
W e think it scarcely doubtful 
that the patient’s fever is due quite as 
much to the misasmaioas poison of the 
Potomac swamps as to the effect of his 
wound, and this 
the physicians 
have 
recognized by the exhibition of quinine on 
several occasions. 
The President is and has been through­ 
out exceedingly weak. 
This is perfectly 
natural. 
The shock to the system result­ 
ing from such a wound must have lowered 
the vitality greatly, while the discharge 
sines suppuration set in has prevented 
the doctors from recovering any of the lost 
strength. 
Those only who jumped without 
reflection to the conclusion th at since he 
did not die at once he was sure to recover, 
can find fault with the tediousness of his 
convalescence. 
W e have never regarded 
the case very hopefully, and have appre­ 
hended the danger of a fatal relapse from 
the beginning, because we saw th at the 
longer suppuration continued the feebler 
the patient must become, and the more 
accessible to hostile influences. 
Of all the 
foolish propositions which have been made, 
however, in this connection, th at of the 
New York Tim a, for a change of physi­ 
cians, appears to us to be the most prepos­ 
terous conceivable. 
Abraham Lincoln had 
a say mg th at it won 1:1 not do to swap horses 
while you were crossing a stream, and thus 
saying may be applied here very appropri­ 
ately. 
The physicians now in charge of 
the case are unquestionably the only men 
in the country who have had the oppor­ 
tunity to master it thoroughly'. 
If anyone 
understands it they- do. 
It is a fair pre­ 
sumption, taking their professional stand­ 
ing into consideration, tfcat if they cannct 
cure the President nobody can, especially 
at this juncture. 
If new physicians were 
called in they would have everything to 
learn respecting the case, and while they 
were learning they would have to proceed 
tentatively. 
P ut meantime w hat would 
the patient be doing? 
He would very 
probably be sinking, and by the time the 
new doctors had mastered the cas: he 
would very probably be dead. 
And if the position of the present medi­ 
cal attendants is embarassing and difficult, 
what would th at of their successors be ? 
Should the patient grow worse under their 
hands they would instantly ba accused of 
m altreatm ent, and even if he survived it 
could never be demonstrated th at they had 
cured him. 
Put in truth the proposition 
is an absurd and 
an 
irrational 
one. 
There is nothing for it but to go on in the 
pr scut course. Dr.- Plisa and his colleagues 
have, we are satisfied, done their beat, and 
wc are also satisfied that tbeir best is qnite 
as good as th at of any similar number of 
doctors on the continent. 
The ultimate 
outcome of such a wound as the President 
received is o: nccesssity always problem­ 
atical. 
Skill may do much, but it never 
can absolutely determine such a case. 
Should General Garfield recover, his medi­ 
cal attendants will deserve the warmest 
thanks of the country, and should the 
hope of the nation he disappointed, it will 
remain true th at these gentlemen did their 
full duty under emphatically trying and 
difficult circumstances. 
As to tho New 
York Time», we know it to bo a friend of 
the President, hut were this not an ascer­ 
tained fact wc should be tempted to believe 
that it boie malice against him, or it would 
not have deliberately proposed a step so 
fraught with danger to his life as a change 
of physicians at this critical juncture in 
his case.

A gang of Socialista have been bolding a 
meeting in Boston, and passing resolutions 
abusing Secretary Blaine because he re­ 
fused to say what ho should do in case the 
liugsi&n Government demanded tho extra­ 
dition of Hartm ann, the assassin. 
The 
crowning impudence of these fellows con­ 
sists in their pretense of a right to speak 
in behalf of the American people, how­ 
ever. 
They themselves are in no true 
s.use Americans, even if they' have natural­ 
ized themselves. 
They are fomentors of 
lawlessness and disorder, brutal approvers

I t is now stated th at the Xlescalero 
Apaches were driven on the war p a th ; 
that they' were returning to their reserva­ 
tion when they were attacked by a body of 
citizens and soldiers, and many of their 
party were killed ; th at in trying to make 
their way to the reservation they were a 
second time attacked, and th at in despair 
they then went upon tho war-path. This is 
an interesting story, but it cannot be ac­ 
cepted as constituting an apology for the 
Mescalc-ro Apaches, for the sufficient reason 
that when according to their own account 
they were seeking to regain the reserva­ 
tion, they were returning from an expedi­ 
tion which they had made in company 
with that notoriously peaceable Indian 
Yictorio. 
The truth would seem to be 
th at they were so thoroughly whipped 
when in company with Yictorio th at they 
concluded a retreat to the reservation to 
be the only cours: open to them. 
They' 
may have intended to lay down .their arms 
after they got there, but it is evident that 
Indians who liad been raiding w ith Yic­ 
torio could not be trusted, and if they 
were attacked as they say the only m atter 
for regret is that they were not all killed 
at the time. These Apaches are apparently 
incorrigible, and the only way to deal with 
them is with the rifle. 


GAKBE7TA AND THE REVOLUTION. 


The “ revolution" is opposed to Gam- 
betta, perhaps because it fears that he will 
establish a stable government, whereas the 
“ revolution” has no political goal but the 
upsetting of things generally'. 
Gambetta 
however docs not lack bravery, and in his 
speech the other night at l ’aris be faced 
the turbulent masses with his customary 
coolness.

assuredly hers ought to guarantee her 
against any repetition of tho misfortunes 
her former sham republicanism entailed 
upon her. 
It is however precisely this 
blind and stupid impatience which charac­ 
terizes the revolutionary party th at ha3 
always heretofore hurried her into fatal 
errors.

Reports of murders and depredation» 
committed by 
tbem upon isolated com­ 
munities come in every day, and there is no 
telling the damage done or the nnmber of 
lives lost since they have been in the field. 
The supply of troop» is unequal to the emer­ 
gency. 
General Hatch is in'the field and 
notifying the people to arm themselves, and 
informing them of the movements of the In­ 
dians as far as kr.nwn. Two prospector» were 
killed by the Indians in the Eli rida moun 
tains and a number near the Guadalupe 
mountains. There is the greatest apprehen­ 
sion all over the country, nnd unless more 
troops are ordered to the district there is no 
immediate prospect for bettering the ontlook. 
The Albuqueique volunteers have returned 
home, being relieved by the troops from Fort 
Wingate, who are posted at McCarty’s and 
other stations on the line of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad, where the hostiles are likelv 
to cross. The Indians were expected to at­ 
tempt to cross at Cubero yesterday.

N ew Y o rk , August 13th.—The HcrahVa 
Washington special says: Ih e Indian Office 
has received a statement from the Agent of 
the Mescalero Apaches, at Fort Stanton, to 
the effect that the Indians who have been on 
the war-path in New Mexico are a party sent 
out to Mexico some time ago to bring in their 
friends, who hod been with Victorio.

Indians, while on their return, accompanied 
by a number of Victorio’s people, were twice 
attacked by a military force of soldiers and 
Indian scouts. 
Quite a number of them were 
killed, and the remainder, despairing of being 
able to reach the Agency, fled to the mount­ 
ains and took to the war path as the sole 
course which seemed open to them.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


T he D aly o f tlic P o stm a s te r-G e n e ra l in 
th e S ta r R o u te Cases. 
W a s h in g to n , August 13th.—Second As­ 
sistant Postmaster General Elmer, who .it 
considering the propriety of restoring the 
original schedules on a number of expedited 
mail routes, recently submitted the following 
questions to Judge Freeman. Assistant Attor­ 
ney-General for the Postoffice Department, 
for his opinion and advics: First—Does 
ordering expedition on a route constitute a 
new contract ? 
Second—Has the Depart­ 
ment the right to order the restoration of the 
original schedule on any expedited route, 
when the cost of expedition is not warranted 
by the revenues of the office supplied, or 
when from any bther cause it is deemed for the 
good of the sei vice so to do ? Third—Is the 
Department warranted in withholding allow­ 
ances of one month’s extra pay, or the 
amount deducted from the pay of the con­ 
tractor for such increase of running time, 
and ii so, under what cironmstsnces may 
such indemnity he withheld? Judge Free­ 
man. in his opinion, decides that under the 
law as it existed prior to the passage of the 
Act, the Postmaster-General was not author­ 
ized to increase or expedite mail contracts, 
except for causes appearing subsequently to 
execution of the original contract, and that 
it 
was 
the 
duty of the 
Postmaster- 
General 
to 
advertise 
all 
service 
let, 
and 
that 
an 
order 
lessening 
or in­ 
creasing the servile without cause, or ad- 
vertidog or naming the date to appear after 
the advertisement and lotting of the original 
service, was void; that where such orders 
have been procured by fraudulent representa­ 
tions aui statements, and payments have 
been made thereunder, it is the duty of the 
Postma ler General to bring suit for the re­ 
covery of such payments. Second—He fur­ 
ther holds that, under the Btatute, the Post­ 
master-General was not authorized to ex­ 
pedite or increase the service beyond 100 per 
cent. oí the origiaal amount. The statute 
provides that additional compensation shall 
bear no greater proportion to the additional 
stock and carriers necessarily employed in its 
execution. 
Under this language he holds 
that, while the Postmaster-General might, 
under the 
circumstances already stated, 
all )w a very large proportion of the original 
contract price, he was not authorized to mul­ 
tiply the amount. Tnird—'That advertising 
for the service requires the Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral to advertise, not a “ portion,” but “ all’ 
the service to be let, and that if, after mak­ 
ing a contract, he should discover the public 
good requires double, trióle or quadruple 
service, it would bs his duty to annul the 
contract and to re-advertise. 
Fourth—That 
where orders for t xpedition have been im­ 
properly made, he should annul them with­ 
out allowing one month’s extra pay. 
D isa stro u s R a ilro a d A ccid en ts. 
Ogdexsbuku (N. Y.), August loth.—A 
terrible accident occurred on the Grand 
Trunk Railway this morning, which resulted 
in the death of the engineer, the serious 
wounding of the fireman, the baggage-master 
and two express messengers, ana iii various 
injuries to » number of passengers. The 
train was the 10 p. it. express from Montreal 
to Toronto, and consisted of six Pullman 
sleepers, four firat and second-class coaches, 
a postal express nud the baggage car. The 
cars were filled with returning excursionists 
from Montreal, who were nearly all asleep. 
After leaving Prescott, while at full speed, 
an obstruction was encountered and the loco­ 
motive jumped the track, carrying the ten­ 
der, the baggage, the mail, express, smoking 
and two passeDger cars with it. The cars 
were scattered iu every direction, and pieces 
of w >oJ and iron strewed the track for rods 
around the tcene. The escape of so m any 
passengers is wonderful, as the express car 
and gome passsnger cars were smashed to 
splinters. 
The cause of the accident was a 
cow on the track. 
. 
G p.nmsox (Co!.), Aug’tst 13th.—Yester­ 
day as a train carrying four companies GÍ 
soldiers was coming down the grade near 
Marshall Pats, the train broke in two pieces, 
and the rear portion smashed into the other, 
kilii ng private Miller and dangerously wound­ 
ing private Wetzel, of Company G. 
Omaha, August 13.h — This morning a 
construction train on the Darlington and 
Missouri Railroad, at Louisville, Neb., ran 
over the fireman, named Hart. He had one 
arm and a leg amputated, and received other 
injuries from which he cannot recover.

bulletin was not received by the public as an 
indication of much improvement in the Pres­ 
ident’s case, it occasioned lit’fe or no alarm. 
The 12:30 bulletin, showing a decrease in 
temperature of half a degree and iu pulse of 
four beats, oce.v. ioncd an exceedingly san­ 
guine fetliug at tho Mansion and throughout 
the city that the patient was improving, and 
as the predictions of the attending surgeons 
had by it been proven correct, expressions in 
all quarters were indicative of general satis­ 
faction at the progress cf the case. Early 
this morning Dr. Bliss reiterated his state­ 
ment that the improvement was moet likely 
to continue, and, 
barring accidents, he 
thought the improvement of the patient 
during the next few days would be very per­ 
ceptible. The wound through the day has 
continued to discharge very freely, and the 
pus is of a perfectly healthy character, at.d 
is (lowing from the wound without the aid of

Dr. Agnew arrived from Philadelphia 
about 11 o’clock this morning, and has been 
present at the dressings of the wound which 
have occurred since that time. 
It having been stated a.* a fact that the 
Burgeons had determined to peiform an 
operation upon the President for the purpose 
of removing the ball. Dr. Bliss was asked to­ 
night what authority there was for the state­ 
ment. 
He replied, in an exceedingly em­ 
phatic manner, that there was no indications 
that the ball was doing mischief, and that 
until it was discovered that such was the 
case, there would be no attempt made to 
remove it. 
Secretary Brown, who just came from the 
Burgeons’ room, says the indications point to 
a good night for the patient; that while his 
pulse and temperature have not been taken 
since the evening bulletin, they are noticeably 
lower.

OUTDOOR PARLORS. 


When I see a house in process of build­ 
ing, without a liberal allowance of piazzas, 
I resent it almost as a personal injury, al­ 
though there may be no reasonable proba­ 
bility that I shall ever sit under th at man’s 
vine or fig tree. The vine, especially, would 
be altogether figurative without the mate­ 
rial support of a veranda. 
As good a rule 
would bo in building, first make your piaz­ 
za, then attach a house to it. 
The indoor 
parlor is sure to be provided for with the 
usual amount of sofas and draperies, but the 
outdoor parlor is too often like a reu t— 
the accident of a day. 
“ Shall we run 
out a railing here and a few steps, and 
have a veranda ?” asked paterfamilias in 
a dubious sort of way’, and his wife 
usually assents, for she does cot dislike 
the idea, although the would sooner part 
with this appendage than give up the valu­ 
able inclosurc at the back of the kitcheu, 
which is so particularly handy as a fort of 
storehouse and a place for the doiDg of odd 
jobs. 
The enthusiasm comes from the 
girls, who know tho value of a front piazza 
with a thick, green curtain of honeysuckle 
and wistaria, making a shady 
retreat 
through the long June days, and the torrid 
August noons, fragrant, like carefully kept 
linen w ith delicious country emells—clover 
and fresh hay, in place of lavender aud 
rose-leaves—stroDg distilled sweetness of 
woodbine, faint whiffs of e’ematis and 
roses. 
And when the moonlight comes 
and traces a lattice-work of leaves on the 
piazza floor, and touches with lambent light 
each spray and comer, 
“ Making earth’s commonest things a).pear 
AH r. mantie, poetic, and tender," 
the outdoor parlor is in its glory. 
It ia 
the most delightful, dreamy lounging, 
place, where the odor of fragrant Havanas 
is apt to mingle with tho honey suckle, and 
the steps are frequently occupied by half­ 
visitors, who could scarcely move them­ 
selves up to the formula of a regular call. 
How charming is its twilight darkness to a 
class of people who do most of theirconver- 
sation in whispers, and who are seldom 
charac’erized as great talkers—who look 
upon the brightness of the indoor parlor 
and it* animated groups without any 
feelings of envy, assured that whatever 
good times there are in the world they are 
having them ! 
What would lovers do if 
there were no piazzas ? 
Some piazzas are Bimply an exasperation, 
so narrow that tho steps rudely crowd the 
front door, instead of keeping their dis­ 
tance, as they should do, aud only crest­ 
ing the front of the house. This is a 
great mistake. 
There should be at 
least two sides to a veranda to allow 
of one comer, and three if possible, 
while it should certainly measure faur yards 
in width. 
We are speaking now of the 
piazza for a moderate honse—moderate in 
every way. 
Hudson river castles and 
similar mansions elsewhere have their fall 
complement of generous verandas; it is 
the 
middle-class 
houses 
that suffer.
